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DETAILED ACTION 
Election/Restrictions 

Claim 1 is generic to a plurality of disclosed, and variously claimed, patentably 
distinct species. 

1 ) The electrically conductive material may be: 

a) an electrically conductive adhesive; 

b) a filled thermoset polymer; 

c) a filled thermoplastic polymer; 

d) a filled epoxy. 

2) As the fill material: 

a) conductive polymers; 

b) polymers filled with conductive solder particles; 

c) polymers filled with conductive copper particles; 

d) polymers filled with conductive silver particles; 

e) polymers filled with plated particles. 

3) The substrate may be: 

a) glass reinforced epoxy; 

b) polyimide; 

c) polytetrafluoroethylene. 

4) Residue removal from surface of the electrically conductive coating is by: 

a) machine polishing; 

b) chemical polishing. 
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Applicant is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 to elect a single disclosed 
species for each of 1-4 above, even though this requirement is traversed. 

Should applicant traverse on the ground that the species are not patentably 
distinct, applicant should submit evidence or identify such evidence now of record 
showing the species to be obvious variants or clearly admit on the record that this is the 
case.
